Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-32 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowability 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason for the 
allowance is the including, in combination with other limitations recited in the claims, the 
limitations of a direct current motor characterized in that the permanent magnets, arranged to 
face each other through the armature, each having the main part and the extension part 
having uniform thickness; wherein a magnetization in the extension part at an end side in a 
rotation direction of the armature is stronger than that at a boundary part between the main 
part and the extension part, and wherein a magnetic dipole orientation in the main part is 
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directed to a rotation axis of the armature, a magnetic dipole orientation in the boundary part 
between the main part and the extension part is directed to a radially outer side from the 
rotation axis of the armature and magnetic dipole orientation in the end side of the extension 
part is directed to the rotation axis of the armature. 

Comparing to the prior-art of the record, none of the prior art references of the record, 
either stand alone or in combination, has taught or suggest the above-mentioned features in 
combination with other limitations recited in the claims.
